Commenting on his new duties, 
Mr. Galbraith said that the work 
of the FUA is increasing. The 
amount of influence and persua¬ 
sion required from the people in 
agriculture to get their point of 
view taken into consideration in 
this increasingly organized society, 
is likewise increasing, he thinks. 
• ‘‘My reason for accepting this 
position,” he said, "Is that it is 
a great opportunity to serve 
agriculture.”

The annual police report for the 
town of Vulcan was recently sub¬ 
mitted to town council and shows 
a total of 567 complaints investi¬ 
gated by the local police depart¬ 
ment headed by chief Jean Moyer 
and assistant, constable Laverne 
Irvine. 

From these complaints 182 
charges were brought before the 
court in cases placed under eight 
classes. Heading the list of offences 
were 78 which came under the 
Vehicles Highway Traffic Act. 
Twelve more came under Traffic 
By-Laws while 45 were heard 
under the Liquor Control Act. 

Minor offences made up 26 cases 
while five juvenile court cases were 
dealt with,.. Fourteen cases came 
under the Criminal Code and one 
each was heard under the Statute 
of Canada and Statute of Alberta. 

A total of 31 accidents were re¬ 
ported on Vulcan streets during 
1964 bringing injuries to three 
persons, all children. Property 
damage estimated at $5660 result¬ 
ed from these accidents. 

Four drivers were arrested for 
driving while their ability to drive 
was impaired by alcohol. 

One person was arrested when 
found peeking in windows after 
dark. This peeping tom confessed 
to many such incidents. 

One man was arrested for carry¬ 
ing a concealed revolver and for 
pointing it at another person with 
threats. 

Two persons were arrested for 
shoplifting and charged in court. 

Nine groups of salesmen were 
escorted out of town when found 
working without obtaining neces¬ 
sary licences. 

Seventeen dogs were destroyed 
during the year and nine were re¬ 
turned to owners after toeing im¬ 
pounded. 

Assistance was given to RCMP 
in several fatal highway accidents 


and police attended all fires, hand¬ 
ling traffic, during 1964. 

Of stolen property amounting to 
$4452 which was reported, recovery 
was made to the extent of $3750. 

There were 91 lost and found 
items investigated by police of 
which 76 lost items were returned 
to owners.

Home Nursing Classes Now Being Organized 


Plans have been made for classes 
in Home Nursing to be held in 
Vulcan and the surrounding area 
for the first time in many years. 

Members of the Vulcan Chapter 
of the Alberta Association of Re¬ 
gistered Nurses will provide the 
instruction. Each class will con¬ 
sist of 10 to 12 candidates and as 
many classes will be organized as 
enrollments require. The course is 
being arranged by St. John's Am¬ 
bulance and the enrollment fee of 
$5.00 includes the cost of test 
book and roller bandage. 

It is likely that at least one of 
these classes will be held in the 


private homes of those enrolled. 
Classes will be held once a week 
for ten weeks and will give in¬ 
struction and practical work on 
such subjects as: factors influenc¬ 
ing health,; rest and comfort, 
routine care, nourishment, what to 
observe and how to report, simple 
treatments, administration and 
care of medicines, care of special 
type patients, preventing the 
spread of infection and nursing 
care under emergency conditions. 

Those interested in taking this 
home nursing course are urged to 
enroll as soon as possible in order 
that the classes can be started 


soon. Enrollments may be made 
with the District Health Nurse, 
Miss Desharnais, phone 485-2423, 
or with J. Lundy Findlay, phone 
485-2628 or members of the Vul¬ 
can Chapter, AARN.

Livestock producers who are 
faced with a shortage of hay 
should look to substituting their 
roughage with grain. 

Useful feeds in times of short¬ 
ages such as cereal straw, chaff, 
and screenings may find a useful 
place in the ration. 

More grain and less forage will 
be the rule in some areas this 
year. Keep in mind that the energy 
content of grain is considerably 
higher than that for forage. Grain 
should not be substituted pound 
for pound. About 60 pounds of bar¬ 
ley or wheat will replace 100 
pounds of good quality forage. To 
prevent digestive upsets, not more 
than 75% of the ration should be 
grain. 

Oat or wheat straw can be used 
as substitutes for hay in providing 
minimum roughage requirements. 
When straw is fed, approximately 
one additional pound of grain 
would be required for each three

New Crop Insurance 

A self-help program, intended to take some of 
the risk out of crop production, describes the all¬ 
risk crop insurance being offered this year in three 
areas in the province of Alberta. A joint project of 
the provincial and federal governments, the crop in¬ 
surance program will be administered by the Alberta 
Crop Insurance Corporation, with offices at Calgary. 
J. M. McKay of Brant is chairman of the Corpora¬ 
tion and Edwin A. Patching was appointed last year 
as general manager. 

In the Vulcan test area, the boundaries are, 
roughly, from a line 10 miles north of Vulcan south 
to Nobleford, east to Lake McGregor and west to 
the west side of Range 25. Participation in the in¬ 
surance program is purely voluntary, but at least 
25 per cent of the eligible acreage in the area must 
be insured if the program is to become operative. 

Farmers taking out the new all-risk crop insur¬ 
ance will become exempt from the one per cent PFAA 
levy on their grain deliveries and will not be eligible 
for PFAA benefits. A very informative pamphlet has 
been put out by the Corporation, with answers to 
most of the questions likely to be raised. 

Unlike Prairie Farm Assistance, insured farmers 
will pay a premium based on their actual acreage and 
claims will be adjusted on each individual farm. 
Rates for this area have not yet been announced but 
can be expected to be realistic. 

All-risk crop insurance is designed to provide 
stability of farm income. Major crop losses are 
generally due to natural perils such as drouth, hail, 
frost, excessive moisture, insect pests or disease and 
it is loss due to these perils that the insurance will 
cover. If the loss of a crop can seriously hurt a 
farmer, it seems that it is only good business to 
insure against that loss.
